^4a-intAiediately after' the Franco- 
German war. The "Italie," in par- 
tioaiar, dwells with undisguised sat- 
isfaction upon tho friendly relations 
JIG ff' subsisting between the two coun- 
tries. 

An improYoraent has just been in- 
J^^oecliiito Paris. A certain num- 
%ev (Sf lae 'comfortable Uttle broug- 
hams^which ply for hire at the rate of 
.thirty-fivo cents an hour, are now sup- 
plied -with hot water bottles, and the 
public are informed of the fact by a 
board hanging from tho side of the 
cabfiaad by au inscription on the lan-

In the Fren^jlx Assembly a bill has 
lieen read a seeorid timo' by "which' all 
foreigners born in France become 
liable to the conscription if they have 
not performed military service in their 
own country.

Contemptible- 

For woelca the local organ of tlio 
Govornraent oxlmuatotl its big typo iu 
dianial announcoments of "Wnlkem's 
wonderful bucccss in London, Loncf 
aftor Lord Carnarvon's dispatoh, an- 
nouncing his "conclusions" respoclinf,'- 
'^hejQoro detailed terms" on which 
Mir. Mackenzie 'c policy (of which ho 
approved) should bo carried out, had 
boon received by its masters it con- 
tinued to indulge iu this amudomont. 
3?hat despatch has been kept from the 
p,iblic for about six weeks, for no cou- 
delvdble reason but that it conclusively 
proved complete failure on the part of 
thie Government and their grand ap- 
peal to, the Queen. Now that this 
jdtir&al baa placed Lord Carnarvon 'is 
^iap^tch an^ banada'a reply thereto, 
yiore^e coiintry, thereby efifeotually 
frustrating the blot to keep the peo- 
ple in ignorance of the real state of af- 
fairs as long as possible, the organ 
turns round and inferentially admits 
ihA failure of Walkem's mission; but 
it endeavours to put all the blame on 
the people of the Mainland, who, it 
aays, are justly punished by being cut 
off with a waggon road and telegraph. 
It has even gone the length of crow- 
ing over the prospect of the people of 
that part of the Province being cheat- 
ed out of the railway, because they 
did not meekly submit to bo bhndly led 
by its masters. M'o should like to 
know how much better oft'thuy would 
have been had they so submitted; for 
we have before us indubitable evidence 
of Lord Carnarvon's "conclusion" 
having been reached without much 
regard to Walkem's represntations, or 
rather< ' misrepresentations. Nay, on 
almost every point ho appears to have 
run counter to them. The organ, yes- 
terday^stated that the Yale resolu- 
tions, this journal and the party it is 
'pleased to designate as "Barnard-Rob- 
Bon & Co.," advocated "a waggon road 
and water stretches for the mainland, 
in liuo of the railway." It seoms al- 
most unncceasary to state that Ibo al- 
legation is wholly and absolutely un- 
true. None of the persons, parlies or 
things referred to ever said or did any- 
thing that could by any possibility 
bear such a coiiBtruction ; but, on tiio 
contrary, all and sundry of them ud- 
Tocated and persistently urged that, 
^ thVsiirveys on the Mainland having 
Ibeen brought to the earliest possible 
completion, the work of railway con- 
structicn should ho commenced simul- 
taneously at two or more points be- 
yond the Cascades as soon as the line 
could be located; — allot which Mr. 
Mackenzie ex presaed his willingness 
to do and unquestionably would have 
done had not the Local Government 
insulted him and undertaking to bully 
him through the Colonial Olllco. The 
statement of the organ ia, therefore, 
, unmitigated falsehood, and stale at 
that. At the conolusiun of its article, 
the organ expressesa sickly hope that 
it may yet turn outWalkem "has suc- 
ceeded in obtaining justice for the 
Mainland." What disgusting hypo- 
crisy! It has known for more than 
six weeks exactly what Walkem h&s 
. succeeced in obtaining; it knows that 
what ho has succeeded in obtaining for 
the Mainland is not "justice" — unl<;ss, 
indeed, in tlie sense that the organ put it 
the other day when declaring that the 
Mainland was justly punished for not 
having sustained the Government in 
appealing to England.

It would appear tliat Mr. J. Fannin, 
who is at presoiit engaged in working bin 
way to the headwaters of tho Slickoen for 
the purpose of prospecting tliat country 
during the coming summar, has motwitli 
difflonlties and reverses at the very start 
enough to discourage the most determin- 
ed; and that latterly bo has jnst escni)ed 
perishing in one of iho.so IVarfiil winter 
storms so common to tho Ijower Stick- 
eon. Tlio p.trticulrirs of this li'ip, as giv- 
en bcNldW, lire farinshcil u.s by a .L;e itle- 
man wlio hid tho privilego of reading 
.Mr. I-'annin's diary after his retain to 
\Vr:tiigol. It will bo nocossary lieio tu 
state that Mr. Fannin had, during the 
month of November last, made two un- 
successful attempts to reach the lioad of 
navigation on the Stiekeon vTith his sup- 
plies. The first timo ho roacliod a i)oint 
liftoen miles above tho Boundary Post, 
whero he got caught in tho ice lloo, and 
the Indians beooming frightouod rofiisnd 
to work the canoes any futher. He then 
returned to the Post where ho stored hia 
supplies, and thinking perluipa tho cold 
snap would pass away, and anxious to 
join his party at Glenora, ho put back to 
Wrangel, procured another crow, com- 
posed jjartly of white men, and made tho 
second attempt. But this timo he only 
reached a point a few miles from the 
month of the river, when it became evi- 
dent that no headway could be made 
against the ice, so he returned to Wran- 
gel. There to awoit tho closing of the 
river. Consequently on tho 5tli of Dec. 
last, having positive information'that tho 
ice had formed, and that travelling be- 
tween the mouth of the river and the 
Boundary Post was safe, and hoping to 
get over that part of tho journey before 
tho heavy fall of snow, ho, in company 
with Geo. Florrenco, a young Fronph Ca- 
nadian, a hardy and exporioucod woods- 
man, left Wrangel for that destination. 
They took with them eight day .4' provis- 
ions, tho distance being only uitty miles, 
ftnd they expected to make it in I days. 
Nothing more was heard of them for 22 
days, at tho expiration of which timo they 
returned to Wrangel in such a stuto that 
their friends scarcoly raoogiiisod thaia. 

It appears that shortly after loa/ing 
tho mouth of the river a storm, which 
Mr. Fannin describes as the fiercest he 
ever felt, burst n^on them; and for 15, 
days continued with scarcely an hour's 
intermission. Snow, rain and hail, nc- 
oorapaniod a wind so penetrating that 
there wore inomont.s it was utterly im- 
possible to face it. During uU this tima 
liiey travelled on with heads bent for- 
ward, tho one following in tho tracks of 
tho other.their snow-shoes sinking a foot 
at every stop. On tiio twelftli day thoir 
grub gave out, and on that day there was 
atomoorary lull in tlio st inn and tho 
fog and mist whieh accoiupmiiod it, and 
hung over them like a funeral pall, ob- 
scuring tho landmarks along the river, 
raised above the mountain peaks and 
showed them their whereabouts. They 
were still a few miles below the "Ice 
Mountain," scarcely half \rai/ and their 
pfovi.^ions all don-.' Tlioy looked 
at each othor in s[)oechlosa horror. 
Florronco was the first to speak. Ho coun- 
seled going back. They looked back over 
llio glittering waste of snow through 
which it had taken tliom twelve days to 
walk; and Fannin, shaking his hoad.rofns- 
od to attempt it, but jirojiosod to aban- 
doiio averylliing— alods and lilanUoti and 
push on to tho Post. And this thoy did, 
taking with them only an ax. Tho iirac 
night, without blankets, -svas spent in 
walking round their oamp fire, and at 
daylight they purhed on. Bat here new 
obstacles erossecJ their path. The river 
in muny places was open, and their road 
intorcejitod by yawning uloiighs, through 
which they had to walk or cross by means 
of pole bridges. And so thoy kept on, 
weak and exhausted, making little head- 
way till tho morning of the third day 
since leaving their blankets, when short- 
ly after starting thoy came to a jioint 
where further travel was coin)iletely block- 
ed. Tho rivor v/.is open from bank to 
bank with high and pcriiondicular bliitl's 
on cither side. Thoir position was u fear- 
ful one. Thov could go no further; and 
Florronco takfag Fannin by the arm and 
pointing down the river said, "We will 
go b.ick lo our blankets and have a good 
sloop." and faint and jiorisliing from 
liungor tli«y commenced rcl racing thoir 
8t(ips. That night v.-lu>n Fannin wtK-t 
talking to his conipaniou to keep him 
awako, tho hittor fell over into tho lire, 
but happily oscHpccl wiilujiit injury. Tiie 
next day, while thoy wore traveling by 
tiie side of an open slough, Florronco 
stopped snddonly ,iind taking ofl' his snow 
shoes, pliiiigod into tl;o water, returning 
almost immediately with a salmon grasp- 
ed HO tightly that his fingers inottlirongh 
tho fish, Tho salmon lasted lliem 5 days. 
Thoy reached thoir blunkots, aud taking 
one each thoy kept on down the river. On 
tho 25th Deo. (Christinas day)th<>y reach- 
ed that portion of tho rivor whoro tho ioo 
is broken up liy tho action of tho tides, 
Thoy wer.i iililllivo miles from Wrang- 
el. Hero they coiiHlructed n raft and at 
dark embarked, but ran only nhontamilo 
when tho raft struck n rock, and Fannin 
was swept into tho tide. Ho, however, 
rogainod the raft, when they oonoludod to 
go aiihoio mill build a lli-f, which they 
did. Tlui next day n-.n'j.p.Mit in const ni^it- 
ing n moro siibstantial raft with which 
tlioy might cross the gulf to tho Island, 
ns tUero was no telling when thoy njight 
hail.', c.inoo. It was nearly dark ns thoy 
were roady to start, whew just us they 
stepped aboard, an Indian with u oanoo 
came to tUeir rekoue,'and' 4ook them to 



renoo liecamo delirious, and had to !>• 
taken in chiirgo by his friends. Thny 
hftd beep, five days without oating «ny- 
thing, niul livn niirhls without biankots 
ill the iniddlo of lui almost .Vrctic winter. 
They remained at Wrangel weyen days 
recruiting, and on Ihn 4th uf'iTan.rFanniu 
started bock fully equipped to have it ont 
with the oleincnts,

Let UB now for a few moments re- 
gard the much-taxed pnoiilo to these 
littlo islands aud consider what and 
how much they trice in food and drink 
from othor coiiiiitriea, all of whicli 
they pay for in '^liard cash" or in those 
comiuoditios the production of mak- 
ing of which are sources of that na- 
tional wealtli which is tho admiration 
and astonishment of mankind. And 
first of breadfttuffs. There was im- 
ported into tho United Kingdom in 
1873 of wheat nud wlieat flour a quan- 
tity equal to 171 lbs for every head; of 
tlie population. Tho importation of 
potatoes reached 2G,17 lbs. per head 
of population, and, a fact for which 
you aro not prepared, a good weight 
of these was consumed in Ireland 
though not equal of course to the En-.,'- 
lish cousumpiion. To "kitclien" the 
bread and potatoes, to use an Irish- 
ism, for our "piece do rosistanco" at 
meals, every human mouth opening 
amongst us had 9 lbs. and upwards of 
imijortod ham and bacon, 4J tts. and 
upwards of imported cheese, and about 
the like amount (4A lbs.) of impoited 
butter and over 20 egga per head. 
"Good^eatiug," it is "said, "requires 
good drinking," and we had each, 
"man, woman and child" 4 lb 2 oz of 
tea, nearly 1 lb of colleo and ^ lb each 
of cocoa, to sweeten which we took of 
raw and lofincd sugar about 52 lbs per 
per head. But in this case, though 
not in all, it is probable tho young se- 
cured their sharr. But rejecting as 
yet Sir Wilfred L.iwson and all his 
toiuplntious to total abstinence and 
tho ponniasive law, we received from 
over sea one half gallon of wino and 
one-third gallon of spirits, in ad.dition 
to which tbe quantity of British spirits 
taken into consumption equalled one 
gallon each of population; so that we 
swallowed one with another one and 
five-sixths gallons of wino and spirits 
in the year 1873. Our good brother 
Patrick had "moro than his share" of 
this comforting decoction, and our 
canny brother Sandy still more than 
Patrick, but John made up for this 
shortcoming by tho quantities of beer 
imbibed, a beverage to which neither 
of tho others seems to take with fond- 
ness. We have no means of e itima • 
ing tho quantity of beer consumed in 
England in 1873, but the malt re- 
tained for home use equalled two 
bushels per head of population. "We 
like pudding liere, and ns wo lack 
your variety of materials of ground 
and branoh fruits, we had each some 
12 lbs. of rice and 4| fibs, of raisins.

RiTTTALisM AND Law.— Rov. Mr. Mnc- 
konochio has been defeated in the Court 
of Archos and suspended for six weeks. 
But the rev. gentlemen, as might indeed 
have been anticipated, is not prepared to 
acquiesce, and accordingly, in presiding 
a few nights since at the Holborn branch 
of the English Churoh Union, Mr. Mnc- 
konqchio referred to tho recent decision 
of tho Court of Arches. It taught, thomi 
ho said that Catholics were not meant to 
win in law courts. Tha Catholic Chuich 
won iti battles through its apparent do- 
feats.
